The story of the comp any’s vicissitudes 
sine* starting out frum Syracuse at the 
htgir n« of tae season is the usual one of 
alternate up s and downs, p rosp erity and 
p overty, which so often attends theatri­ 
cal life; the story of Miss Herndon’s p er 
sonal iife for the same p eriod also is the 
usual oue, and the ending of the comp any's 
life and the disclosure of her dream of bliss 
which came yesterday morning, leaves a 
dozen actors p enniless, blights a fair 
name, and bow s,a husband’s head in 
deep est anguish and shame. 
A M on ey M a k in g Send-Off. 
The comp any had linancial 
backing 
from Sp itz & Cohen, of Boston, and was 
organized iu New York by Myers & Co. 
They op ened the season at Syracuse to 
crowded houses. 
They then p layed at 
Rochester, Chicago and Milwaukee, at 
each 
p lace doing a big business, and 
swelling the p rofits to a fat figure. 
From 
Milwaukee they started to Omaha, mak­ 
ing one night stands along the route. But 
the fickle goddess of luck had changed 
Ler smiles to frowns, and instead of mak­ 
ing money they p layed to losing business 
every night. 
They got back to Milwau­ 
kee on their way east, and in that city 
Cohen interfered and wished Miss Hern­ 
don to cancel future engagements and 
disband at once.
